reading.

Want Amendment 


• Efforts will be centered on secur- 
ing the amendment of the bill, more 
especially Jn regard to the make-up 
of tbo commission which Is to deter- 
mine the value/of railway property 
In the state. 
The main argument In 


the brief presented by tho Wisconsin 
Central, which does not oppose the ad 
valorem system, is that this commis- 
sion should be made up of one mem- 
ber from each congressional district. 
This differs from the plan proposed 
t>y Mr. Bradford in the 
assembly, 


•which was to have a board for the 
•same purpose, composed of threo per- 
sons, one elected by tho people, ono 
apponted by the governor, with the 
approval of the senate, and ono ap- 
pointed by the supreme court. 


While the senate is wrestling with 
the ad valorem bill, providing 'for 
tho appointment of a state railway 
commission with authority to fix max- 
imum rates. 
This bill, tho prepara- 
.tlon of which was begun in the first 
•days of tho session was not Intro- 
duced until Friday just before tho 
lower house passed the ad valorem 
bill up to the senate. 
As was pre- 


dicted, the bill in its main provl 
sions.follows the Iowa law. with some 
•changes as to details. 
Under it the 


•commission is to tako hold at once; 
the railroad commissioner Is to be 
•one member, the other two being ap- 
pointed by- tho governor, for terms 
•of four and six years respectively. 
'Then, beginning In 1D04, one mem- 
ber is to be elected by the people 
each two years. 
The commissioners 


are to draw salaries of $3,GOO annual 
ly, and each is required to furnish a 
^bond in the sum of $20,000 for faithful 
performance of his work. 


Chairman Gllman of tho assembly

Ity to be heard on the bill.

sand extra copies have been ordered 
printed, and it is not probable that 
tbo committee will finish Its

At dark the streets were full of 


men and women who were shouting 
for joy and ignoring the sidewalks. 
Then some one turned a fire alarm 
from Baor's house. 
The fire horses 


became excited on account of tho yells 
of the people and rushed Into the 
crowd. 


Mayor Scott was caught In 
tho 


crush, and. taking to his hands and 
knees, crawled over a muddy pave- 
ment for several yards to the sidewalk. 
Others who refused the mud bath wero 
forced Into the ralre by the rush of 
the lire department. 
The hilarious 


celebration came to an end with tho 
accident.

number of persons in tho explosion. 


Number Missing 
There Is no. way to determine just 


how many were at tho scene of the 
explosion or how many wcro burned 
or were thrown Into the creek and 
washed away down the streams thirty 
or forty miles. 
Many bodies doubtt 


less were completely burned no mark 
at all being left. 


Few Slept

Janesvlllo was fixed upon 
as a site conveniently located midway 
between the source of supply and Chi' 
cago. 


Only Experimental 


In an agreement entered into 
by 


Mr. Bunyan with his two partners, 
one an Oliloan asd the other 
a resi- 


dent of Canada, as soon 
as 
the 


process has been perfected, the plant 
Is In working order and the first year 
In this location has been nearly com 
plctcd permanent plans will be made. 
U Is stipulated In the agreement that 
when the concern is Incorporated cap- 
italization shall be at $125,000. 


"Decision will probably be made In 
June." said Mr. Bunyan. 
"Wo may 


decide to remain here and erect a new 
building, or it may bo considered 
more advisable to spend a larger part 
of the capital in advertising at first, 
and allow the present building to 
continue in use. 
Wo have a lease 


of the building for five years, with 
the option of the purchase at uie 
end of a year. We may decide to ask 
the people of the city to take some 
at our stock. 


May Ask 'For Stock 


"If the citizens seem unwilling to 
take stock, anil spring n big bunch of 
taxes on us, we may decide that some 
other place would he more suitable. 
Something will depend on whether 
we secure all the potatoes-we need 
this first twelve months at reasonable 
prices. 
There are a good 
many 


things yet to be taken into consid- 
eration." 


He went on to explain that more 
potatoes would be needed at the plant 
soon after, active 
operations

begun.

mental wor"k he purchased about one 
thousand bushels of potatoes.

the rate of about one hundred bushels 
a day, that quantity to increase from 
week to week.

ING STATION WORTHLESS. 


INTERURBAN CURRENT ESCAPE 


Chief Electrician of Road Pronounces 


the Difficulty/Too Great To 


Be Overcome Now. 


Although the rails on tho tracks 


controlled by tho Rock Rlvur Tower 
In Spring Brook are still bonded, the 
batteries controlling them have been 
emptied, and the electric locks which 
they wero Intended to connect 
aro 


powerless. The system was Installed 
some weeks ago, to complete the in- 
terlocking system. 
The electric lock 


makes It absolutely Impossible 
to 


wrongly set a derail. . It gives abso- 
lute notice of the position of a train 
from tho time It reaches the first 
derail until It passes the last. 
A 


sleepy operator could not change a 
lever while 
tho train was between 


rails—a thing that has been done at 
various times in the history of rail- 
roading, and nearly always with dis- 
astrous result. • 


Electric Current Too Strong 


With tho electric lock In service 
errors were Impossible. 
Many days 


were occupied in Installing tho sys- 
tem, but when It was at last 'complet- 
ed. It was found to be liiclilclont to 
such a degree that It was practically 
worthless. Chief Electrician Clausou 
of tho Milwaukee road made a spec- 
ial trip to this city to look over the 
situation, and it was at his sugges- 
tion that tho batteries were emptied 
and the system allowed to stand Idle. 


Tho powerful electric current of 


tho Intcrurbaii road, allowing an es- 
cape by way of tho rails of the R. B. 
and J. road to thoso of tho C., M. & 
St. P. caused the trouble. 
Tho cur- 


rent made it Impossible to control 
the current of the lock system. 


Block Wire Affected 


In the same way, although not to 


so great a degroe, tho block wire from 
the signal tower to tho depot at Jan- 
esvlllo Is affected whenever a pass- 
Ing car Is within a distance of about 
half a milo of tho tower. 


It Is not believed that the lack of 


the electric lock will-any way lessen 
tho efficiency of tho Interlocking sig- 
nal system, so as to render travel In 
tho least degree hazardous on that 
account. 
Some way of overcoming 


the dlfllculty may yet bo found, as 
tho wiring and tho electric connec- 
tions have not boon removed, but the 
experiments thus far show that tho 
Interurban current Is too powerful 
an electric factor to bo overcome by 
any ordinary batteries.

tains and In other forest sections of 
the .country. The establishment and 
proper maintenance of forest reserves 
li Indispensable to any extensive rec- 
lamation or cultivation of lands In 
the arid region under the recent art of 
congress, which appropriates for that 
purpose the proceeds of the sales of 


. public lands. 


Aid for Settlers. 


"It Is and has been thu president's 


«cnstant policy to encourage the ac- 
tual settlement of the country by 
home builders In every \\ay, to free- 
lhat actual settlers within the forest 
Jeservcs aro accorded every reason- 
able protection, and that those living 
•within the immediate vicinity of these 
reserves who are dependent upon the 
reserves for grazing areas for cattle 
«nd horses and for necessary timber 
lor building and fuel, arc accorded ac- 
cess to the reserves for these pur- 
poses. 


Against Exploitation. 


"The one guiding purpose of the ad- 


ministration In dealing with forestry,
